Raymond Fulkerth reported on 


the upland bird situation and said 
that Hungarian partridge were 
again plentiful, but prairie chicken 
were gradually disappearing in this 
area. Pheasants seem to be on the 
increase, and the birds liberated 
west of Carstairs in 1949 have 
shown a marked increase. 

Ed Rouleau reported that the 
duck hatch in the Didsbury area 
increased last year due to the wet 
season, but that the hunters did 
not fare too well because the north- 
ern flight did not stop in this area. 

Ed Ford, chairman of the fish 
committee, explained that bad wea. 
ther this past summer accounted 
for poor fishing conditions, but that 
there were still plenty of fish and 
those who got to the streams had 
fair luck. No fish were stocked in 
local streams in 1951 because none 
were raised at the rearing ponds 
at the Raven Hatchery, However, 
the ponds at the Raven are again 
full of fish and there should be a 
larger stocking program next sum- 
mer, 

Alf Studer reported a large in- 
crease in membership in 1951, and

Just over a year ago, January 10, 
1951, Superior Oils of California 
commenced drilling of the first oil 
well in the Didsbury district on the 
Jack Robertson farm south-west of 
Didsbury. This well is now classed 
on all oil maps as a discovery well, 
A few weeks later A, G. Bailey Co, 
started drilling on the H. J, Wilson 
farm 13 miles straight east of Dids- 
bury, and this well later proved to 
be one of the biggest wet gas wells 
in the Province, 

This week the Bailey interests 
have had some assurance that their 
second well, Hudson Bay Olds No, 
2A, a mile and a half south east of 
the discovery well, may also hit 
the pay zone, Drilling at 7,214 feet 
the well contacted the D-1, and is 
logging 26 feet higher than Bailey 
Olds No. 1, Since the discovery well 
obtained substantial production at 
around 8,100 feet, there appears to 
be good prospects now for the see- 
ond well to get production at about 
the same level, 

A report Monday stated that Hud- 
son’s Bay Olds No, 2-A 1s prepar- 
ing to core ahead of 7,849 feet, 
about 20 feet above the expected 
D-2 top.

(By Mrs. H, Lynch-Staunton) 
ARTICLE XIV 


Biological Warfare 

Another method of mass destruc: 
tion which might conceivably be 
employed by an enemy against ci- 
Vilians is biological warfare, This 
is sometimes, though not quite cor. 
rectly, called germ warfare. Besides 
germs, biological weapons include 
fungi, toxie products of living or 
ganisms such as food poisonings, 
and some artificial hormones some- 
what like 2, 4-D weed killer, 

The successful use of some of 
these agents might enable an en- 
emy to take over our large cities, 
our sea ports, our industrial areas, 
or our oil flelds, without destroying 
the buildings and installations as 
would happen if conventional 
bombing methods were used, 

Biological warfare has never yet 
been tried on a large scale, How 
ever, Nature has been using it 
against man in most major eam- 
paigns since the beginning of time, 
Plague interfered with the progress 
of the Crusaders; typhoids killed 
mmany in the South African War; 
malaria has slowed up wars in the 
Orient; dysentery caused many of 
the casualties of the Gallipoli cam 
paign in 1915, 

In cases such as these, biological 
warfare Was Waged without the in 
tend of man, By overcoming great 
| ditticulties, an enemy could plan, 
land carry out biological attacks 
through sabateurs acting before, or 
after, war had been declared, O1 
the attacks could be made directly 
by enemy forces. 


It is not certain that biological 
warfare Would be feasible on a 
large scale, but the threat is a 


grave one against which all pos 
lsible defence measures should be 
sought,

ELECTRIFYING ITALIAN WHEAT 

In experiments being carried on 
in Italy grain is being treated with 
electricity to produce bigger yields. 
Besides increasing the yields from 
10 to 20 per cent, the shocked grain 
shows greater resistance to adverse 
weather and some diseases such as 
rust. It grows more heads, a greater 
number of grains per head, and 
larger grains. 

Sponsors of the experiment claim 
that if the tests were successful 
with all Wheat planted in Italy, the 
country could become self-sufficient 
in wheat. Wheat is presently one of 
Italy’s major basic food shortages, 
with production running at about 
7 million tons, and needs 8 million 
tons.—Wheat Pool Bulletin.

U.S.A. MARKET PROSPECTS 


Western Canadian agriculture in 
the years ahead is likely to find 
its best export market in the United 
States. 

The U.S. population is now esti- 
mated at 155 million, an increase 
of over 13 million in the past ten 
years. 

The 1951 baby crop was 3,900,000. 
From that the deaths must be 
deducted to get the net gain. It 
looks as though the population in- 
crease in that country is proceeding 
at the rate of 1's per cent a year. 
By 1960 it may total 170 million. 

United States agriculture may be 
hard pressed to feed the increased 
population and maintain exports. 
This may give Western Canadian 
farmers their best opportunity for

ANEMIA IN PIGS 


In spite of the ease with which it 
can be remedied anemia in pigs is 
still far too common on Alberta 
farms, says Dr. G. S. Wilton, Vet- 
erinary Pathologist, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Anemia results from a deficiency 
of iron, and is particularly preva. | 
lent in pigs farrowed in the late 
fall, winter and early spring. Pigs 
on pasture are able to obtain all 
the iron they need from the soil, | 
When they are confined to floored 
pens this source is cut off. Before 
birth the pigs receive enough iron 
from the blood of the sow, but since 
the sow's milk does not contain iron 
other ways of providing it must be 
found, 

Anemia may be prevented by ad. 
ministering reduced iron by mouth 
on the 3rd, 10th and 17th days of 
life. The dose is one half as much 
as will lie loosely on a dime, A few 
drops of concentrated cod liver oil 
at the same time is very beneficial 
and it also makes the iron easier 
to administer, Some people prefer 
to throw in fresh sod twice a week 
instead of giving the iron to pigs 
individually, The sods may be 
sprinkled with a solution of iron 
sulphate, The iron sulphate solu- 
tion is made by dissolving one 
ounce of iron sulphate in a quart 
of water,

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EFFECTS OF DATE OF SEEDING 
ON GRAIN CROP YIELDS 


Experiments on the effect of date 
of seeding on yields of wheat, bar. 
ley and oats have been conducted 
at the Swift Current Experimental 
Station since 1933. During the ear- 
lier years of this experiment, the 
varieties used were Marquis wheat, 
Trebi barley and Banner oats.

Relative yields of three crops on 
a basis of pounds of grain produced 
per acre at Swift Current show that 
both oats and barley out-yielded 
Wheat by a considerable margin, 
With oats yielding slightly higher 
than barley. Similar comparisons 
of yields at the substations in 
Southwestern Saskatchewan show 
that barley has produced the high 
est average yield at 12 out of 18 
Stations and oats the highest yield 
at the other Station. As compared 
with wheat, the average yield of 
barley at the various Stations has 
ranged from 105 to 159 per cent and 
oats from 92 to 128 per cent, These 
results indicate that there is con. 
siderable variation in the adapta 
bility of the crops to the different 
districts, They also indicate that 
the vields of barley and oats com. 
pare favourably with wheat as a
